Interenting Information Uencerning laly

nand the Itnlinas,

The Rev. Alexander Reed, D, 1., of this city,
last evening delivered a lecture in the Wost
Arch Btreet Presbyterian Charch, on the esnb-
ject *ltaly as L saw 1t." Of the able effort the
following is an abstract:—

“On the Mediterranean eea, like o huge bool—
which Napolean would have been wmost happy
to have put on-=lies the peninsula now called
Italy. In this country every portion of the soil
ie & pllgrimage, every peak and plain, every
rock and river, Is redolent with antiquity. The
ialy of to-day, exclusive of seyeral islands, is
abont as large as New York, New Jersey, and
Pennsvivania. It is arrauged in three terrl-
torial divisions, the Kingdom of Italy, the Re-
public of S8an Marino, and Monaea.

“I{ wae on the evening of a perfect snmmer
dny that I eame from the northward to one of
the most beautiful cities of Italy—Naples., Its
beautiful bay was & gplendid mosale under the
rave of the departing sun, It was a pictare
never to be forgotten, and the grandest feature
wae old Vesuviug, toward the =outh, able, and
secemingly willing, to destroy all.

“Soon after arriving, our parly started for a
vieit to this far-famed mountain,. We drove
gonthward from Naples, some six miles (o
Resina, where we exchanged carringes for nc-
tive, sure-footed ponies, and began the ascent,
From this point to the erater it iz about 9 miles
of travel. Atthe polnt of 2000 feet elevation, 2
miles from the erater, is the hermitage, where
we rested beneath the last trees we should flud
on the agcent.

“The erater, full of vapor 8o ns to be impenec-
trable to the eve, was some 0H00 feel wide, a
vael caldron a Lhird of a mile in circumf
ence, and, couching upon Its erumbling edie,
we peered into its Invisible depths. A stone
hurled into it went down, down, down, until
one shuddered s it ceased to be heard. At
several rl:mue through the thin crost the fires
were visible, and we touched them with our
slaves,

“"Pompeii is reached by rallway, and i2 13 miles
from Naples. Thig city was founded long bafore
the Romans held the conutry. In the year Ti,
just 1791 years ago, when Titus ruled in Rome,
when the gay people of the city were busy
buying and gelling, feasting and mourning, and
were intensely absorbed in a municipal election,
all forgetful of God, then suddenly a vast column
of black smoke burét from the mountain five
miles away, and, rising to a prodigious height,
it gradually epread itself out, hiding the sun and
overshadowlng the earth for many a league.

“The emoke and thick cloud were broken only
by blue nnd salphurons flashes, and 1t was [ol-
lowed by a rain of ashes and showers of small
hot stones, mingled with heavier masses. Then
an aqueons vapor condensed into rain mixed
with the ashes that filled the alr, and poured
floode of lignid mud upon the doomed clity,
crushing in roofs and strenming throngh streets,
filling every nook and erevice until there was
no shelter left. Thoee who had not fled, or who
returned for gain, had wpo escape. Those who
had taken
were ecaled up forever. Thus, in (hree days,
eichteen hundred years ago, Pompeii and Her-
cnlanenm perished from the face of the earth.

‘*“The ¢itics ns resurrected look much like a
purnt distriet in any city would look., The im-
preesion that you are in & Roman town of old is
fo vivid that you find yourself almost instine-
tively wondering where Lhe people are so-day.
The houses are open to the sun, just as if occu-
pied. The streets have deep ruts cut in them by
the chariot wheels of long ago. We entera
houge unchallenged, and inspect the arrange-
ments. The floor of the vestibule is lnid in
mosaic, with the Latin word, Salve (welcoe) or
fowers worked into the design.
and ghops are generally small, usually of but
one story.

YAt the distance of 130 miles by railway from
Naﬁlesis the Eternal City on the Seven Hills
of Rome. One of its great attractions i3 5t.
Peter's, on the site of the former temple to Jupi-
ter. Bi. Peter's is a landscape, other churches
are gardens. The temperature in the interior
ie cool in summer and warm in winter, Iis
windows are never open. It has an atmnosphere
of ite own and requires no ventilation. Thous-
ands of people lu it give it only the appearance
of emptiness,

“The Vatican, the capitol of the Roman pos-
sessions and the palace of the Popes, is as dif-
ferent from other palaces as 8t. Peter's Is from
other churches. It is an accumulation of

alaces, built at differeat periods by different
’opes. With its gardens it occupies as much
gpace as the city of Turin. It contains between
four and five thounsand rooms. It has
miles of pletures, statuary, manuseripts, and
books. As a museum it is the first in the world.
Ite library, besides its tens of thousands of vol-
umes, has twenty-five thousand manuscripts.

‘“The Colosseum of Rome or the Flavian
Amphitheatre s one of the greatest gizhts.
Vespasian began i, and the Jewish captives
ecompleted it under Titus and his son, When it
was lnnugurated 5000 wild animals and 10,000
buman captives were slain, It covers slx acres
of ground, In the same vicinity is the principal
entrance to the Catacombs. These vast subler-
rancan excavationsserved-as the yinlncce of refuge
and worehip, and also the burial place of Lhe
carly Christlans.

“The city of Venlce is a wondrous marble
fower built upon the surface of the sea. Here
ene has a peculiar gensation in being met at the
rallroad depet by a earrlage in the shape of a
boat, No clly exerls so etrong a spell npon the
imaglnation. It §s a new Kind of living, il
upsets all old habits. Im exterual Venice thore
are but three things to be seen—sea, gky, and
architeeture: but if you start out to see them,
there as elsewbere you will drown. Think of

the de coming lm to your front door
twice a day. Think of aving to call a
boat i you ouly want Lo put

s letter In the Vost Otlice or make a call next
door! Rul there are compensations for all n-
convenlences The streets are never dusty.
Besides, chlldren never fall oat of the windows
In Venice and drown, for they can all ewim,
You are never out of water to wash because ol
s drought, thopgh drinking water 18 poor
enongh.

“Time will not allow a description of all the
Itallan cities, but after all, though the country
is everywhere 0 beautitul, one I8 glad to crosa
the mountalns and come into SBwitzerland the
republie, and the home of the brave. There we
are beyvond despollsm of Church or Btute, We
are exhillarated by the free alr. We rejolce that
we are republicans. We braathe freer and rest.

“Our description of the conntry has beep
more in pralse than Mame. While we are glad
and thankiul that we are Americans, itis not
thought best to travel,'ss do some ns judges
through all the earth, belleving that there is
nothing good but st home. While there Iz much
to condemuy, it s not always best Lo speak of iL.
The object of this sketch Is not erlticlsm, and
therefore not 1o spy out defects.”
